Caspar Wislar. 


His close application to books, and other 


predisposing causes, ciifeobkd ihu cotisli- 
lulion of Alexander so much lhat he be- 
came loo weak to follow out the course- of a 
college life, having been subject to bleeding 
of Ihe lungs. This rendered a classical edu- 
cation out of the question; so thoaitenllon 
of bstb father and Eon was '.urued to a 
fpecdy restoration to he.tllh; the sanitary 
laws of exercise and generous diet. In a fe* 
monlhs Alexander determined 
lo study 


medicine, from choice, aud accordiugly 
entered llio 
UiiivasLty of 1'euiisylvania, 


whence- he was graduated doctor ol medi- 
cine at Ihe end of the session of lb'23-4. 


Dr. He-sack went abroad and pissed three- 


yeais of Intense study and close application, 
at Paris. During 1855-0 and 7, he applied 
himself faithfully, and became a student 
under the inspiiing guardianship of Du- 
puytren, at the. tame time th.il Uicord, a 
nalivo of the \Vesl Indies, and formerly in 
his father's oilier, aud Ibo celebrated Nehlou 
wcrefeil'iw students. 


One fflcl alouc must ever ho woithy of 


recotd. Dr. Hosack was the first practitioner 
in Ihe city of New York who adinlniv.cicd 
ether as an anesthetic a^cut during a 
surgical opura'.iun. lie had loceived a letter 
fiom Dr. Waireu ab^ut his ftietid Kddy, on 
Ihe subject, and at once ma-le a practical 
experiment. Tho patient lo whom be yave 
ih-j elherw.ts rendered insensible to all pain, 
the operation w.is successfully performed, 
atid Iho many physicians and surgeons who 
were prcacut at thli novel meeting, con- 
curroj hi pronouncing the discovery as 
sublime and the test most conclusive.

In one 
instance, tha doctor told me thai a mulatto, 
named 11111, had been sold ni a slave to a 
party ln;New Orleaus, and while on his way 
to Louisiana, had joined a conspiracy, on 
board the vessel, lo sslzi Ihe ciplain, ;md if 
necessary, put an end to his life. He was 
discovered, tried, and sentenced to bsi filing. 
Through.the agency of :lie officiating c.tifry- 
rnau, who adminirtereJ spiritual con-'jlilioti 
to Ihe condemned man,Dr. llosack obtained 
an inlerviow; and hiving explained to him 
bis object in making ibis sHsnlific request, 
exacted from him a promUo to exhibit, as 
far ai consciousness would admit, Ihe s-latc 
ol his feelings as re^attls suffering 
uhiio.
